DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

Therefore, the term "invention" should be deleted. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. In line 1 and 5 of claim 8, the phrases "of the type" and "two such implants" 
render the claim(s) indefinite because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually 
disclosed (those encompassed by "of the type" or "such as"), thereby rendering the 
scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). It is suggested to 
delete "of the type", and "two such implants whose" (see below). 
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5. In line 4 of claim 8, "said implant" implies only one implant is immobilized. "Said" 
should be replaced with "each". 

6. In line 5 of claim 8, "two such implants" may be construed to refer to two implants 
as described in lines 1-4 of claim 8, namely four flexible optic parts. Applicant is 
suggested to amended line 5 to recite "each optic part is provided, near its free edge..." 

7. In line 6 of claim 9, "predetermined" should be inserted before "condition". 

8. Lines 6-7 of claim 1 4 are indefinite because "(or each of the internal rectus 
muscles" is unclear if this option is between the internal rectus muscles. Furthermore, 
"a press sensor" should be replaced with "said pressure sensors" if reference is made to 
the previously defined pressure sensors of claim 8. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Rizzo III et 
al. US PN 6120538. 

1 1 . Rizzo III et al. disclose in figure 1 an intraocular implant comprising optic 12, 
haptics 26, actuating means comprising a filament 14, and remote activatable device 20 
for changing length of filament 14. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claims 8-12 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record do not teach nor substantially render obvious an optic 
equipment comprising two intraocular implants wherein the implants each comprise a 
flexible optic part in shape of spherical cap, haptics, actuating means for varying the 
length of the optic part edge; and pressure sensors, comparator, and relays as claimed 
to control the actuator.
